PIEDMONT, Mo., Nov. 23.—The 
mayor, an alderman and the night 
marshal w’ere arrested last night as 
the alleged result of

Two drug­ 
gists also are under arrest at Green­ 
ville, -the county seat, for alleged 
bootlegging. 
The three were aligned with the 
law and order element. 
The trouble has been going on 
for some time, it is said, and the 
outstanding features so far are: 
The wrecking of the two principal 
buildings here by explosives; 
the 
stabbing of a private detective and 
the night marshal of Piedmont and 
alleged wholesale bootlegging. 
The charge on which Mayor W. E.

Thorne^ were arrested was that as 
president and stockholder, respec­ 
tively, of the local light company, 
they entered into an illegal contract 
with the city.

BERLIN, Nov. 23.—All the direc­ 
tors of the Krupp plant who were 
imprisoned last spring on charges 
of resistance to the French growing 
out of the rioting at the Krupps on 
March 31, have been released, says 
a dispatch from Cologne to d ay . 


The announcement from Cologne 
apparently represents another tech­ 
nical step in freeing of the Krupp 
directors.

They were imprisoned af­ 
ter their convicition at Weden in 
May. * They have been actually out 
of jail for nearly a month, having 
been paroled October 25.

directors w'ere definitely 
over,

though the document issued grant­ 
ing them their freedom technically 
described it as “postponement of 
punishment."

An excellent educational and in­ 
structive address, winch Dr. Isadore 
Loeb, dean of Business and Public 
administration of the University of 
Missouri, the speaker of the evening, 
declared to be a very dry discourse 
on the proposed new’ constitution for 
Missouri was given by him before 
an assemblage of about four hundred 
persons at convention hall, Liberty 
Park Thursday evening. 
His talk, given with characteristic 
energy and rapid fire of facts con­ 
cerning the present and the proposed 
constiution held the interested atten­ 
tion of his audience until the close of 
his address shortly after 9 o’clock. 
“It has grown practically 
impos­ 
sible, to satisfactorily 
change 
the 
fundamental law’ of our state by gen­ 
eral ballots on amendments to be at­ 
tached to the 
constitution 
of the 
state," 
Mr. 
Loeb 
stated. 
These 
amendments usually presented in the 
heat of an election for state offices, 
were usually neglected, voters choos­ 
ing for or against the proposal with­ 
out giving it due thought, Mr. Loeb 
declared. 
For that reason the constitutional 
convention 
was called last 
year to 
agree upon a new' constitution for 
submission to the people then by a 
general election, with no other mat­ 
ter on the ballot, to ratify or discard 
IL 
“There is nothing 
radical in 
the 
proposed constitution, according to 
the speaker, who for twenty years 
has made an exhaustive study of the 
Missouri Instrument. 
It is 
funda­ 
mentally tho same—the constitution 
of 1875 remodeled to meet the more 
exacting demands of today.” 
In eight of the fifteen articles of 
the new instrument 
there 
are no 
significant changes. The other seven 
articles, according to the 
speaker, 
have been changed, in what he con­ 
siders much for the better. 
The 
articles 
affected 
are, 
Mr. 
Loeb stated, suffrange, election, leg­ 
islature 
judicial, local government 
and taxation. 
In taxation he stated 
the legislature is given authority to 
lower 
the

JAPAN’S NAVAL LOSSES. 


It is only natural that there should be 
many conflicting accounts of the real situa­ 
tion ii\ Japan. 
The earthquake was so 
colossal a calamity that its effects could 
not be catalogued quickly and estimated 
accurately at once. There is a general ten­ 
dency to believe that most of the early ac­ 
counts of such disasters are exaggerated, 
and probably this is generally true. So far, 
however, there is little evidence that it was 
true in the present case. 
On the contrary, 
most observers seem to agree that at first 
the Japanese 
were 
inclined to minimize 
their losses. 
Just why they should have 
sought to do this is more or less of a mys­ 
tery. 
Some have suggested that the in­ 
tense Japanese pride in and love for their 
country was involved, and that they did not 
wish to admit to the 
wTorld 
either that 
Jr nan was subject to overwhelming natur­ 
al cataclysms or that so much of the mod­ 
ern Japan—like the Yokohama naval base, 
for instance—of which the Japanese are 
so proud had been wiped out. 
The largest accounts indicate that the 
destruction at Yokohama w*as much more 
complete than the Japanese government 
had admitted. On the other hand, the tes­ 
timony of occidental 
observers 
does not 
bear out the later Japanese reports of 
heavy damage to the ships of the Japanese 
navy. 
Thus the New York Tribune notes 
that the famous Mutsu, the most powerful 
of Japanese dreadnaughts, has been seen 
by an American traveler since the earth­ 
quake and that the huge ship whs appar­ 
ently undamaged, 
though 
reports from 
Japan have told of 
her 
destruction. 
A 
traveler might easily mistake one battle­ 
ship for another, and this testimony should 
not be accepted too implicitly. 
There is a 
disagreeable suggestion in some of the cur­ 
rent press comment that there is a deliber­ 
ate purpose on the part of Japan to let the 
rest of the world think 
that her naval 
strength has been much more seriously im­ 
paired than is actually the case. 
How much the Japanese navy did suf­ 
fer is, of course, a question of much practi­ 
cal importance, snce 
the 
extent of the 
damage done must determine the extent to 
which Japan can rebuild her navy under 
the terms of the Washington treaty. 
It 
seems unlikely, however, that the Japanese 
could practice extensive deception regard­ 
ing the matter even if they wished to do so. 
Dreadnaughts are too big to be concealed, 
and if Japan has them the world will dis­ 
cover the fact. 
Certainly the wrecking of 
the Yokohama naval base must be a greater 
loss than would be the sinking of several 
dreadnaughts while, if it is true, as report­ 
ed, that the navy’s oil reserve have been 
destroyed, the impairment of Japan’s na­ 
val strength must be considerable even if 
practically all of her naval vessels escap­ 
ed unscathed.

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^GOVERNMENT NEEDS REAL LEADERS. 


From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 


Dr. Marion Leroy Burton, president of 
the University of Michigan, speaking be­ 
fore the Chamber of Commerce on “Spine 
in Public 
Service,” 
expressed a thought 
Missouri and St. Louis should treasure. The 
campaign is approaching for state offices, 
to be followed by municipal elections. The 
idea should be applied in both campaigns. 
“We have thrived under an indfferent 
leadership, but the 
time 
has come for 
straight thinking,” he said. 
“The first re­ 
quirement of a public servant is not the de­ 
sire to find out what the people want, but 
the purpose to help the people wrant what 
they ought to have.” 
Dr. Burton was speaking of the country 
generally, and did not have any particular 
community in mind. 
What he said, how­ 
ever, could be literally applied to St. Louis 
just as it can to a majority of state and 
municipal 
governments throughout the 
United States. 
In the development of government in 
this country, politics has become a profes­ 
sion in which men without capacity for gov­ 
ernment engage. Their view of equipment 
is solely that they want the job, and has no 
relation to their understanding of the work 
to be performed, or adaptability to do it. 
Their theory is that the politician with the 
strongest following is entitled to the office 
with the largest salary. 
The lesson to be gathered from Dr. Bur­ 
ton’s talk is that we should apply the prin­ 
ciple of qualification in selection of candi­ 
dates on both party tickets in the nomina­ 
tions to be made for state and city offices 
in 1924. 
It likewise 
will 
be applicable 
when we nominate candidates for munici­ 
pal offices in the spring of 1925.

“It was a real pleasure to receive 
your invitation to attend the meet­ 
ing of the Sedalia District Booster 
Club this evening. 
“Credit for the formation of ‘Boos­ 
ter Clubs* is due the employes rat­ 
her than the officers of the Missouri 
Pacific.

Baking Cake. 
As much depends on the proper 
baking as on* the proper mixing 
of a cake; the heat of the oven must 
be such that it can be easily regu 
lated. 
The oven door may be opened as 
many times as desired, if it be clos­ 
ed at once and without slamming. 
The simplest way to get good re­ 
sults in cake baking is to watch the 
cake and the clock. 
Divide the time 
of baking into quarters. 
a—in the first quarter, the mix­ 
ture should simply rise in the pan. 
b—In the second quarter, the mix­ 
ture should brown in spots. 
c—In the third quarter, the whole 
top should be browned uniformly. I 
d—In the last quarter, the cake 
should settle a little and shrink from 
he si^es of the pan. 
The above gives the key to the 
baking of all cakes, large or small, 
for in small cakes, the “quarters’ 
being shorter, the oven must be hot­ 
ter than when similar mixtures are 
given a longer time as in thick, large 
cakes.
